Press Is Critical Of 


Recent Ad Tax Measure 


Keen disappointment and 
deep concern over the ad 
tax measure introduced 
into the State House of Re- 
presentatives have been 
expressed by the President 
of the Alabama Press 
Association, 

Robert Bryan, Publisher 
of The Cullman Times and 
Athens News Courier, said 
his organization would have 
“‘hoped that our legislators 
would have benefited from 
the experience of legisla- 
tive bodies in other states” 
and would have recognized 
that such measures as this 
are ‘“‘discriminatory and 
practically impossible to 
administer.”’ 

Bryan was talking about 
House Bill 480, introduced 
Thursday (June 3) by Ala~ 
bama’s only female legis- 
lator, Mrs, Retha Deal Wy- 
not of Etowah County. 

Mrs, Wynot’s bill would 
impose the state’s four 
percent sales tax on gross 
revenue derived from “‘all 
forms of advertising.’’ 

The bill was signed by 
23 other members of the 
House, including Douglas 
Easters of Coffee County, 

Bryan said the news- 
paper of the state would 
oppose the measure “‘even 
though they recognize the 
financial straits education 
finds itself in today.’’ 

Revenue derived from 
the proposed tax would go 
primarily for the Special 
Education Trust Fund, 

One of the reasons the 
press will oppose the mea- 
sure, Bryan said, is that 
it provides for ‘‘double ta- 
xation’’ of the consumer. 

“Merchants usually can- 
not and will not absorb the 
increased cost of a tax on 
the means by which they 
advertise their products,”’ 
Bryan said. “They will 
almost invariably pass the 
cost on to customers by in- 
creasing prices,.”’ 

When this happens, 
Bryan noted, the customer 
pays twice. He pays for 
the advertising tax and he 
pays for the sales tax on 
the merchandise, 

The newspaper executive 
pointed out that the double 
taxation aspect of the pro- 
posed legislation is espe- 
cially important tothe con- 
sumer when it is applied in 
the food field where adver- 
tising is so heavily used by 
grocers and where low-—in- 


come customers would be 
heavily hurt, 

Regarding support for 
education, Bryan said that 
newspapers will continue 
their strong efforts to gain 
for the state’s program ‘‘a 
position of leadership in the 
entire nation,” 

“A tax on advertising,” 
he said, ‘‘will not achieve 
that goal, 

“In fact,’’ he concluded, 
“its application could have 
adverse effects far more 
meaningful than any good it 
could accomplish,’ 


Economic Growth 
Is Predicted in’70s 


The nation’s economy will 


grow about 4.3 per cent per 
year during the remainder of 
the 1970's, according to Dr. 
Harold C. Passer, Assistant 
Secretary of Commerce for 
Economic Affairs. 

This would exceed the real 
growth rate since 1947 (4 per 
cent) and be considerably 
higher than the 3 per cent per 
year during the past 40 years, 
he indicated, 

To achieve this pattern of 
economic growth, said Dr. 
Passer, the nation must fol- 
low a “moderate but steady 
and evenhanded” monetary 
policy, with a strong measure 
of fiscal responsibility. 


Elba Hospital Keeps 
Cost Below Average 


According to advance 
statistics compiled by the 
American Hospital Asso- 
ciation, the average cost 
per patient day in Alabama 
hospitals last year was 
$60.64, as compared to the 
national average cost of 
$81.01, 

The Elba General Hos- 
pital reported a $51.00 ay- 
erage cost per patient day 
last year, according to Ad- 
ministrator Lowell Benton, 
He says Elba General is 
averaging about 8,000 pa- 
tient days each year, (this 
means 8,000 people in the 
hospital one day each; or 
4,000 in the hospital 2 days 
each; or 2,000 in the hos- 
pital for 4 days each,) 

He said Alabama’s fa- 
vorable cost statistics are 
greatly due to the efforts 
of hospital administrators 
to initiate cost containment 
practices, 

“One of the most diffi- 
cult problems a hospital 
administrator faces istry- 
ing to keep patient costs 
down, when wages, equip- 
ment and supplies are sky- 
rocketing,”’ he said, ‘‘Ala- 
bama’s hospitals have 
shown great leadership in 
coming up with means of 
controlling costs and shar- 
ing these procedures with 
one another,” 

Thrash said a hospital’s 
payroll is its greatest ex- 
pense, In 1970, Alabama 
hospitals reported that an 
average of 54,4 percent of 
total operating costs went 
for salaries, In general, 
it takes three hospital em- 
ployees for each patient, 


Thrash said. 

In round figures, it cost 
$258,818,000 to operate the 
121 hospitals reported in the 
Alabama statistics. Of 
this, $140,877,000 went for 
payrolls, 

The number of full-time 
personnel employed by the 
reporting Alabama hospi- 
tals increased from 29,632 
in 1969 to 30,169 in 1970, 

Elba General has 105 full 
time employees and nor- 
mally 10 part time employ- 
ees.

At Enemy at Home 

The Army Reserve is help- 
ing to root out an enemy 
here at home. 

That enemy is the beetle 
which is spreading the Dutch 
Elm disease, which threatens 
the eventual extinction of the 
20,000 elm trees in Denver, 
Colo, 

To save these trees, the 
Army Reserve’s 405th Mili- 
tary Intelligence Detachment, 
Denver University’s Geog- 
raphy Department, and the 
city of Denver have joined 
forces, 

The first step has been the 
photographing by air of the 
city, using special infrared 
film. The Army Reserve unit 
interprets the infrared photo- 
graphs, looking for the dead 
or dying trees in which the 
Trees 


dying or dead are removed. 

Says Louis La Perriere, 
commanding officer of the 
405th Reserve unit, “we can- 
not. spray to eliminate the 
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beetles, because of the @ther 
damage spraying would cause, 
Therefore, our only alterna- 
tive is to control the birth 
rate of the beetles,”

Brunson cornered the pu- 
blisher of The Elba Clipper 
recently and explained how 
the SBA could make fin- 
ancing such a venture pos- 
sible and very attractive. 
It involves a group of 25 
or more interested citizens 
and a ‘‘local development 
company’’, 

These local people raise 
10%0f the needed funds for 
any approved project, a 
45% first mortgage is sec- 
ured from a commercial 
lending source and the SBA 
lends the remaining 45%, on 
a second mortgage. These 
funds cover the purchase of 
land, construction of build- 
ing and installation of fixed 
assets, Everyone gets in- 
terest on his money, 

This development comp- 
any is not a get-rich-quick 
scheme for the members 
but according to Brunson,

citizens of small town of : 


this’’, When the mortgage 
was paid off, the property 
would be owned entirely by 
the leasee who had been 
operating the restaurant or 
other business, 

Brunson cited a town in 
North Carolina where 3200 
new jobs were created in 
about four years, The town 
was no larger than Elba. 
He said this development 
company kept helping new 
businesses and manufact- 
uring concerns get started 
in their community until 
they created a mini boom 
town from a sleppy dying 
community. 

There are 23 of this type 
projects now getting under- 
way in-Alabama, according 
to Brunson, Twelve others 
are pending, These created 
a total of 1122 new jobs in 
the state. Towns in this 
area where the “‘local de- 
velompent company’’ is 
working are; Opp, Red 
Level, Samson , Geneva, 
Enterprise, Headland, Ab- 
beville, Clio, Troy, Ft.
